The rain of 3ionday has* made 
conditions favorable for the hatch­ 
ing out of the Hessian Fly and they 
are now’ coming out in great num­ 
bers and laying -their eggs on vol­ 
unteer wheat. 
Du account of the 
warm dry season during The 
past 
few’ weeks, the hatching out of tl\e 
fly is later than was first announced 
and for this reason,October 1 mitrht 
be tw’o or three days too 
soon to 
sow wheat, it is believed. 
Tt is the 
opinion of County Agent Ball 
that 
wheqt not sowed un^il next Monday 
or Tuesday will be safe. 
Farm ers over the county arc co­ 
operating very nively in the m atter 
of delaying 
the 
sowing 
of their 
wheat, only a few* going abend 
in 
the face of certain fly damage. The 
m ajority of 
the 
farm ers 
are not 
planning to 
begin 
sowing -before 
next Monday, and these should be 
safe from fly damage unless 
they 
have some neighbor who w*ould not 
wait. 
One early sown field can in­ 
fest 
a w’hole 
neighborhood 
next 
spring, even if the m ajority of the 
wheat was not sown till thy 
safe 
date. 
The seed treating plant is busily 
engaged 
this 
week, and up to and 
including last night a total, of 327 
bushels 
of wheat had been given 
the hot water treatm ent so far this 
season. 
Yesterday was the banner 
day, 
when 85 bushels were given 
the treatm ent 
and 
today CounU* 
Agent Ball expected to treat

bushels. 
A test being conducted at Rhel- 
byville by II.
